The first Saturday in April saw us under pressure 
for much of the game away at Macclesfield but 
another important point was won with a 1-1 draw 
which very nearly became a 2-1 win when Scott 
Young's cross-shot struck the inside of a post in the 
final minute.

"While we had been fighting it out at the foot of the 
G.M.V.C. table, a fierce battle had been developing 
at the top between Barnet and Lincoln City, and we 
were to play a significant role in the destination of 
the championship - and with it a place in the Football 
League - over the last few weeks of the season. 
Having been beaten by Barnet by seven goals earlier 
in the season, the Wycombe players certainly had a 
point to prove when we visited Underhill, and the 
massive Wycombe support went wild as Kevin 
Durham stunned the local fans with a goal shortly 
before half-time. Most of us dared not hope that such 
a lead could be held for a further 45 minutes, but it 
so nearly was - as at Sutton, an injury time equaliser 
deprived the Wanderers of what would have been a 
memorable victory, but again players and 
supporters acknowledged each other as a courageous

performance earned another point which enabled us 
to make the following Saturday's journey to F.A. 
Trophy finalists Telford knowing that another draw 
would be enough to secure our position in the 
Conference for another season. Sure enough, a 0-0 
draw sent the Wycombe contingent homeward down 
the M6 relieved and happy. 

With the worries of relegation now lifted from our 
shoulders, 600 fans turned out at Loakes Park for a 
Capital League Presidents Cup Semi-Final with 
Barnet and witnessed an exiraordinary evenings 
entertainment with the match itself ending 5-5 after 
extra-time and Wycombe winning a penalty shoot- 
out by 7-6.
